WASHINGTON (AP) - The Navy 
wants to buUd a new headquarters 
complex outside Naples, Italy, to 
support its 6lh Fleet. The Italian 
government has agreed but the

So far, the Flart Group, an Italian 
company that leases most of the 
land buildings used by the Navy In 
an area .of Naples known as Agnano,

Two years ago, the Navy decided 
it wanted to get out of Agnano, argu- 
ing that the existed complex is over- 
crowed. is incapable of withstanding 
earthquakes and is impossible to 
protect against terrorist attack.

According to the panel, 
the biggest favor these diabetics can 
do themselves is to lose that extra 
weight.

Why overweight 
and NIDDM, sometimes called Type 
II or aduil-onset diabetes, are fellow 
travelers Is unclear.
